It  was  remarked  that  neither  the  mar- 
q  is  ffoT'the  pertoKfi  about  the  court 
had  very  pleafant  countenances.  The 
negotiations  for  pea'-e  in  Italy  meet 
with  gi  eat  difficulties  in  their  further 
progrefs. 

1  he  French  require  that  Mantua 
ftiall  be  united  with  the  Clfalpine  ie- 
public,  though  it  was  ttipulated  in  the 
preliminaries,  that  the  city  lhould  be 
Fello .  ed  to  Auitria.  On  the  part  of 
the  French,  it  is  laid,  on  the  other 
hand,  that  the  Emperor  having  gi>en 
■is  content  to  the  eltablilhment  of  a 
xnew  republic  in  Italy,  its  very  exilt- 
ence  depended  on  having  Mantua  for  a 
"f  rontier  foi  trefs  the  Emperor,  theie- 
foie,  mult  tacilty  fubmit  to  thectUiju 
of  Mantua,  for  which  he  receives  fuf- 
ficient  indemnification  in  lltria  and 
Dal  mat  ia. 

As  t'uefe  and  many  other  difficulties 
Jfave  ai  ifen  and  the  Houfe  of  Auitria 
cannot  be  expected  eafily  to  abandon 
it"?  great  interelts  in  Italy,  we  are  not 
without  fears  that  hoitilities  may  a 
gain  re-commence.

We  have  reafon  to  apprehend,  that 
the  prefence  ot  Mr.  Ellis  at  the  con- 
ferences ar  i  .ifle  has  a  molt  difaltrosia 
I  object  in  view,  difatlrous  not  merely 
to  Great  Britain,  but  to  humanity.
